Election/Restrictions

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1.

Group I, claim(s) 1-2, drawn to a titania-metal composite not having a photocatalytic 
activity. 

Group II, claim(s) 3-6, drawn to a titania-metal composite dispersion not having a 
photocatalytic activity. 

Group III, claim(s) 7-9, drawn to a method of manufacturing an aqueous liquid having a 
titania-metal composite not having photocatalytic activity dispersed therein. 

Group IV, claim(s) 10-11, drawn to a film formation method wherein a titania-metal 
composite is applied to a substrate surface. 

Group V, claim(s) 12, 14, 16-17, drawn to a substrate having a titania-metal composite 
mixed therein. 

Group VI, claim(s) 13, 15, 18, drawn to a substrate having a coating film on a surface 
thereof formed of a titania-metal composite. 

Group VII, claim(s) 19-20, drawn to a film formation method forming an intermediate film 
between a film formed of titania-metal composite and a sealing material. 

The inventions listed as Groups I to VII do not relate to a single general inventive 

concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 

corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: 

• The special technical feature for each group is not commonly shared. 
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In particular, the special technical feature of Group I is a titania-metal composite 
not having a photocatalytic activity. The special technical feature of Group II is a titania- 
metal composite dispersion not having a photocatalytic activity. The special technical 
feature of Group III is a method of manufacturing an aqueous liquid having a titania- 
metal composite not having photocatalytic activity dispersed therein. The special 
technical feature of Group IV is a film formation method wherein a titania-metal 
composite is applied to a substrate surface. The special technical feature of Group V is 
a substrate having a titania-metal composite mixed therein. The special technical 
feature of Group VI is a substrate having a coating film on a surface thereof formed of a 
titania-metal composite. The special technical feature of Group VII is a film formation 
method forming an intermediate film between a film formed of titania-metal composite 
and a sealing material. Therefore, the inventions or groups of inventions lack unity. 
• The common feature of a titania-metal composite cannot qualify as a special

technical feature as it does not provide a contribution over the prior art because it is 
disclosed by WO 00/46153 A1, EP 924164 A2, JP-1 0-259320 A (see the 
international search report).
